Price Returns: 


Introduces Many 
Local’ Bills 


Legislation to permit the Fon- 
tana school district to purchase by 
installments the junior High school 
building owned by the Chaffey 
school district was introduced in 
the state assembly by. Assembly- 
man R. Fred Price of Upiana. 

About a year ago, the Chaffey 
school hoard enteféd into an agree- 
ment with the Fontana school dir- 
ectors undé#. which Fontana 
bought the buildivig formerly used 
as a branch of Chaffey high school 
and the Fontana .district was to 
pay $10,000 annually. The coun- 
ty counsel ruled last Decer 
however, that Fontana could buy 














the building and pay the total 
charge or could lease the building 
but could not legally purchase it 
on installments without special 
permission of the state lefislature. 

Mr. Price said his bill wili go 
before a committee on education 
for hearing and will come up on 
the floor of the assembly, wili then 
go through a similar procedure in 
the senate, and if both houses pass 
it, it goes to the governor for sig- 
nature. 

Mr. Price returned to Upland 
Sunday from Sacramento after at- 
tending a session lasting 20 days, 
He will go to the state capitol 
again March 5. 

JUVENILE BILL %, 

The Upland legislator introdu ed 
a bill which if enacted will h 
parents responsible for property 
cestruction by juveniles. Another 
‘would require cities or counties to 
change duplicated street names; 
for example, if there is a Grove 
street and a Grove avenue In a 
community, one of the names 
would have to be changed. 

He presented a bill defining wa- 
ter stock as real estate rather 
thian personal property. Uncer 
the present law, aged persons fre. 
quently are unable to qualify zor 
benefits because the jaw specifies 
the person must own not more 
than $500 worth of personal prop- 
erty and $3500 worth of real es- 
tate. Since water shares are of- 
ten worth more than $500 in them- 
selves, the owners are discrimin- | 
ated against in obtaining wvene/iis, 
which the new law proposes to 
change. 

The preesnt law allowing per- 
sons over 65 to receive benefits of 
$50 monthly expires this biennium, 
and Mr. Price introduced a bill to 
make the benefit permanent. 

AID TO VETERANS 

He introduced two biils memor- 
alizing congress to aid veterans. 
One seeks financial aid, advice and 
other assistance for veterans start 
ing up small businesses and the 
other would vive veterans prefer- 
ence in government sale of surplus 
commodities. Under the later bill, 
Mr. Price stated, if a surpius com- 
modity store were to be opened in 
Ontario, a veteran would be given 
preference to own and operate it 
and veterans would be given pref- 
erence in purchases. 

At the request of Chino farm- 
ers, he introduced a bill to admit 
green corn to the state list of veg- 
etables under the standardization 
program. Another bill he presen- 
ted extends vacations and sick 
leaves for institutional state em- 
ployes. 

Mr. Price in another bill asked 
the legislature to publish a book 
on the trees and shrubbery of Cal- 
ifornia. It has been endorsed by 
the state department of agricul- 
ture, the division of forestry and 
the department of education. He 
said 10,000 copies would be pub- 
lished and distributed to schools 
and libraries. It would also be 
sold at $1 per copy to the public, 
although it costs $2 a copy to 
print.

THIS WEEKS QUESTION: 
Why ‘do all trees and plants have 
Latin names? 


THE RANGER SAYS: If you 
have traveled around the United 
States or around the world, you 
will find that sometimes the same 
tree may be called by as many as 
a dozen names in different regions. 
In each locality the people have 
their own pet names which may 
mean nothing to an outsider. I 
have heard Douglas Fir called: 
Larch, Spruce, Hemlock Fir, Red 
Fir and Pine all by people within 
a few miles of each other. 

In order to have a standard by 
which certain trees may be known 
anywhere throughout the world, a 
methed of using Latin names h-s 
been worked out by scientists. All 
plants are given two word latin 
names. 





These latin names refer to some 
characteristic of the paint. For 
instance, the Douglas Fir mention- 
ed above is named Pseudotsuga 
taxifolia. This means “False 
Hemlock with Yewlike leaves.”
